The crusading Stone has suggested in a letter to 
colleagues that the Democrats try opening Just one of 
those meetings to see what happens He is even willing 
to leave the topic of the day to Byrd. 
When asked about Stone s suggestion, Byrd said no 
The door has always been firmly shut and it will stay 
shut 
"There are some occasions, some things you need to 
talk about in private/’ Byrd said. "I want the free 
interplay of discussion.” 
But Stone, in his letter, pointed out that the House 
Democratic and Republican caucuses were opened to 
the public and press last year 
•it worked.” Stone said “Fears that open meetings 
would constrain discussion or result in grandstanding 
were not Justified ” 
He pointed out that not everything, which occurs at- 
the caucus, is kept secret In fact, Byrd himself almost • 
always briefs reporters at the end of the meetings and 
other senators also provide information 
But. Stone pointed out. fragmentary reports "can lead 
to distorted news stories 
"ll meetings are open, however, the opportunity for* 
leaking selective information is removed—and so is the 
suspicion that something wrong might be happening 
behind closed doors.” Stone said. 
Byrd, however, approaches the issue from a different 
angle — in effect that the meetings are party affairs 
and that, therefore, not all the deliberations should 
become public knowledge 
‘it s like a family gathering/' Byrd said 
“lf my wife and I sit down and talk. I don't want 
everyone to listen." Byrd said. "She might want to tell 
me off and I might want to listen ” 
The Senate Democratic caucus and the Senate 
Republican caucus are the last 
holdouts of the

The largest meteorite found by Cassidy's 
expedition was an Bm pound specimen spill 
into 33 pieces He said it was the larges!

Half of the new Antarctic find went to 
Japan Cassidy and Olsen are considering 
research requests from American scientists.

Meteorites presumably are formed by the 
collision of larger celestial bodies and are 
constantly falling lo Earth as meteors when

Until IWV only four meteorite* had been 
found in Antarctica, tail in that year • 
Japanese scientists accidentally found a 
large concentration of debris from space, 
They have now collected M2 meteorites, 
most of which weighed less than a pound 
The significance of the discovery is that 
only about 2.000 meteorites have been found 
in the rest of he world 
Cassidy said Antarctica lends itself to 
collecting meteorites 
They are found on 
very old ice surfaces that have tost their 
snow cover.

“For the first time, we are hoping we will

O’Neill said. "I think the American people 
for the first time appreciate there is an 
energy problem. We have had great dif­ 
ficulty with the American public—and 
with the Congress, for that matter — 
realizing an energy policy was upon us In 
1273, when the Arab increase doubled and 
there were long lines at gas stations for a 
time, the American public felt an energy 
crisis." 


“The lines disappeared and they got used 
to paying a higher price and went right back 
to their normal way of living 
But the 
coldness of the winter and an increase again 
of foreign oil has made the nation really 
aware we need an energy policy." 
The U.S. stance in the SALT negotiations 
will be tougher, O’Neill said 
“If you review the past, we would go over 
there and we would say we have x number of- 
missiles and we understand from our in 
telligence you have x* numbers, and we 


would negotiate from that. Never once did 
the Russians give us the amount of missiles 
or amount of equipment the SALT talks • 
were about President Carter says he does 
not intend to do that We will tell them our 
figures and they will tell us their figures.

knowledgeable about it and he has the 
American people with him." 
On the Carter economic package, O'Neill 
said, “We are sitting down Monday to see if 
we can iron out what discords there are 
between the House and the Senate.

Ifs like ditch diggers comparing notes on 
archaeology 
Popularization 
usually 
m eans 
bastardization, but there s no danger of ch 
iii being corrupted by becoming recherche 
Claims that only chiliheads, as the purists 
are called, can distinguish between the 
authentic and the bogus are bosh. 
An 
educated 
palate 
is 
no 
help 
in 
appreciating the finer points of chili. It 
probably is more most obvious dish extant. 
You could assay enough chili to firebomb a 
city 
the 
size 
of 
Vladivostok 
without 
uncovering a single subtle element. 
The mistake lies in judging chili by 


gastronomical 
standards 
when 
its 
true 
essence is metaphysical. 
A genuine aficionado does not consume a 
bowl of chili; he experiences it. 
Properly, one does not evaluate a chili 
recipe by its impact on the taste buds. If the 
taste buds have any sense, they will be 
cringing beneath the protective papillae of 
the tongue. 


Properly, one evaluates chili by 
the 
emotional chords it strikes 
Nostalgia is an essential response Unless 
a chili recipe brings back memories, it is 
per se inferior. 
For me, the best r cipes evoke autumn 
afternoons when Cousin Lilly Barnett was 
"putting up” chili for the winter. 
She cooked it in a huge black cast-iron 
-iron wash pot in the back yard Two feet of 
rough hewn beef nuggets pulsating beneath 
three inches of rich red grease. Almost 
heaven! 


Years later, an expatriate Texan who was 
dang near dying for a bowl of home-made 
chili wrote to an archivist for a copy of 
Cousin Lilly’s recipe. 
When it was presented to the lady of the 
kitchen, who had no feel for Tex-Mex 
cuisine, she took one look at the opening line 
and refused to read further. The recipe 
began: “Take 50 pounds of...”
